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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To let a driver understand a future course intuitively by 
changing a constant indication direction of an informing sound in 
accordance with the condition of a running course and guiding a driver 
onto the course. 

CONSTITUTION: A position-estimating means 101 estimates the 
current position of a vehicle and a destination-setting means 102 sets a 
destination. A course- setting means 103 sets a course from the 
current position to the destination. A control means 104 obtains data of 
the running course from the means 103 and determines the composition 
of a sentence, volume of voice and constant indication direction output 
from a voice-generating means 105. The volume of voice and constant 
direction are controlled by 106 and 107. For example, when it is required 
to guide to turn right (left), the control means 107 controls so that a 
voice guide, e.g. 'please turn to the right (left)' is heard from the right 
(left) of a driver. The direction of the voice is changed to 30° , 60° . 
90° from the advancing direction of 0° in accordance with the angle 
of an intersection where to turn to the right (left). In this manner, the 
indication direction of the voice guide |s changed in accordance with the 
condition of the running course, so that the driver can understand the 
condition and future course of his or her vehicle intuitively. 
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
